To Be Compelled to Olva Affection la 
Something They Cannot Al- 
ways Undo ret end.

SEA TONNAGE LITTLE KNOWN 

Nautloal Terme That a Landsman aa a 
General Thing Has Small Ac- 
quaintance With. 

There is s grest deal of confusion 
in the public mind regarding the 
"tonnage" or "displacement" of 
"hips, snd with good reason, for 
there are four distinct methods of 
calculating tonnage. In the ease of 
warships the term displacement is 
almost slwsys used. The displace- 
ment tonneee is the space occupied 
by the vessel in the water. The 
amount of water displaced bv the 
ahip is equsl hi weight to the ship 
and all it contains. As one ton is 
to 38 cubic feet of water, the 
t ton nape is found by di- 
viding the number of cubic feet of 
water displsced by 35. when the ship 
is immersed up to its load line. 

Gross tonnage is a term commonly 
applied to merchantmen. In calcu- 
lating it, the whole interior capacity 
of the ship below the tonnage deck is 
found, including thst of all eovered- 
in spaces on deck used for stowage. 



by 100. Net register tonnage is the 
gross tonnage minus s'l the spaces 
used for the accommodation of the 
crew and instruments and the work- 
ing parts of the ahip. The dead- 
weight tonnage is the measure of the 
exact amount of cargo a ship 
carry with safety.
